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Margate  Cottage  Hospital. 


RULES. 

I. 

"J"HE  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
poor,  when  suffering  from  accident  or  acute  disease 
requiring  hospital  treatment.  Persons  suffering  from  fits, 
mental  diseases,  or  chronic  complaints,  and  cases  of  an 
infectious  or  contagious  nature  will  not  be  admitted.  Accidents 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  to  be  admitted  by  the  Matron 
on  application  at  the  Hospital.  Acute  recent  cases  may  be 
admitted  by  the  Surgeon  on  duty.  Cases  not  urgent  will  only 
be  admitted  on  application  to  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

II. 

There  shall  be  a  President  and  five  Vice-Presidents  of  the 
Hospital,  all  of  whom  shall  be  annual  subscribers  of  not  less 
than  One  Guinea,  the  first  appointment  of  such  to  be  made 
by  the  subscribers  at  a  general  meeting,  subsequent  vacancies 
arising  to  be  filled  by  the  subscribers  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
held  in  February,  or  at  a  Special  General  Meeting  called  for 
that  purpose.  The  President  shall  be  elected  annually,  and 
may  be  proposed  for  re-election,  but  no  President  shall  hold 
office  for  more  than  three  years  consecutively. 

III. 

The  Establishment  shall  be  under  the  management  and 
control  of  a  committee,  consisting  of  twelve  members,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  annual  subscribers  of  not  less  than  Half-a- 
Guinea,  and  one  delegate  from  the  local  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows 
(Manchester  Unity) ,  one  from  the  local  court  of  Aucient  Order 
of  P'oresters,  one  from  the  Amalgamated  Societies’  Hospital 
Sunday  Fund  Committee  to  act  in  each  year  that  a  Church 
Parade  is  organized  by  that  committee  in  aid  of  the  Hospital, 
and  one  from  the  Penny  Weekly  Fund  Committee.  In  case 
of  vacancies  arising  among  the  representatives  of  Subscribers, 
the  remaining  members  on  the  Committee  may  appoint  other 
subscribers  (duly  qualified)  to  fill  such  vacancies,  all  such 
appointments  to  be  subject  to  confirmation  at  the  next  general 
meeting  of  subscribers ;  any  such  vacancies  can  also  be  filled 
up  at  a  general  meeting.  Three  members  of  the  Committee 
of  Management  shall  retire  by  rotation  each  year,  but  they 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 
The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Medical  Officers  and  Treasurer 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  of  Management,  five  of  whom  shall  form 
a  quorum,  shall  meet  on  or  about  the  second  Thursday  in  the 
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months  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  Hospital. 

IV. 

The  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  shall  consist  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  other  Surgeons,  to  be  from  time  to  time 
appointed  by  the  Committee.  These  gentlemen  shall  be  on 
duty  (two  at  a  time)  for  successive  periods  of  one  month,  each 
taking  chief  duty  for  half  such  period.  The  names  of  the 
Surgeons  on  duty  shall  be  posted  at  the  Hospital,  and  it  shall 
be  a  condition  of  the  appointment  of  every  such  Surgeon  that 
he  shall  be  in  telephonic  communication  with  the. Hospital  at 
his  own  expense. 

Each  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  a 
patient,  is  expected  to  keep  a  record  of  his  case  by  filling  in 
the  bed  ticket,  and  also  entering  the  necessary  details  in  a  book 
provided  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to 
appoint  a  Medical  and  Surgical  Superintendent  or  other  Officer, 
and  to  remove  him  and  appoint  any  other  gentleman  in  his 
place,  if  they  think  such  a  step  advisable  in  the  interests  of 
the  Hospital. 

V. 

The  domestic  arrangements  shall  be  under  the  Management 
and  Superintendence  of  a  Visiting  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
Finance  Committee  for  the  time  being,  which  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  General  Committee. 

VI. 

All  patients  (except  in  cases  of  emergency)  must  be 
provided  with  decent  clothing,  and  proper  change  of  linen. 
Every  other  requisite  will  be  provided  in  the  Hospital,  and 
patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source 
without  the  consent  of  their  Medical  Attendant.  Patients  will 
be  expected  to  obey  the  rules  of  the  Hospital,  and  submit  to 
the  control  of  the  Surgeon  in  charge. 

VII. 

Friends  of  patients  will  be  admitted  from  2  to  4  p.m.  on 
Sundays,  and  1.30  to  3.0  p.m.  on  Thursdays,  and  at  other 
times  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Surgeon  in  charge. 

VIII. 

The  Hospital  shall  be  Free,  but  patients  and  their  friends 
are  invited  to  contribute  voluntarily  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
Hospital  in  proportion  to  their  means  and  the  benefits  received. 

IX. 

The  funds  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  the 
Hospital  being  raised  by  voluntary  contributions,  a  statement 


of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  (examined  by  the  Committee, 
and  duly  certified  by  an  Auditor  to  be  appointed  at  a  general 
meeting  of  subscribers) ,  shall  be  forwarded  to  each  annual 
subscriber. 

X. 

A  general  meeting  of  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  5s.  and 
upwards,  and  donors  to  the  amount  of  ^5  and  upwards,  shall 
be  held  annually  in  the  month  of  February  (notice  of  such 
meeting  shall  be  sent  to  each  subscriber  qualified  to  vote,  and 
duly  advertised  in  the  local  press) ,  and  at  such  meeting  the 
report  of  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  be  received  and 
the  accounts  submitted.  A  special  general  meeting  may  be 
convened  at  any  time  011  the  requisition  of  ten  annual  sub¬ 
scribers  of  not  less  than  5s.,  and  the  purpose  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  stated  in  the  notice.  For  the  purpose  of  voting  at  a 
general  meeting,  a  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  subscriber 
who  has  duly  paid  an  annual  subscription  before  such  meeting, 
or  who  has  been  the  medium  of  collecting  a  sum  of  not  less 
than  £2  towards  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  during  the  period 
of  twelve  months  immediately  preceding  such  meeting. 

An  Executor  or  Trustee  of  a  deceased  person  who  has 
bequeathed  a  legacy  of  not  less  than  £50  to  the  Hospital,  shall 
be  entitled  to  rank  as  a  donor,  the  first  named  Executor  or 
Trustee  being  entitled  to  exercise  this  right  for  the  time  being. 

Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  and  so  far  as  it 
can  be  carried  out,  donors  of  a  sum  of  £500  or  upwards  shall 
have  the  right  to  attach  a  special  name  or  designation  to  any 
bed  in  the  Hospital.  If  ^500  be  left  to  the  Hospital  by  will, 
the  bequest  shall  be  free  of  legacy  duty  under  this  Rule. 

XI. 

The  freehold  property,  hospital  furniture  and  other  effects, 
belonging  to  the  Institution,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Trustees. 
In  case  of  vacancies  arising  in  the  number  of  Trustees  whereby 
they  shall  be  reduced  to  less  than  three,  the  remaining  Trustees 
shall  nominate  others  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

XII. 

These  rules  may  be  altered  or  added  to  at  a  general 
meeting  of  subscribers  and  donors,  especially  convened  for  that 
purpose,  provided  notice  of  such  proposed  alteration  shall  have 
been  sent  to  the  Secretary  not  less  than  fourteen  days  prior  to 
such  meeting,  and  shall  have  been  stated  on  the  notice  con¬ 
vening  the  meeting.  The  Committee  shall,  however,  have 
power  to  make  alterations,  which  shall  be  in  force  until  the 
next  general  meeting  of  subscribers,  when  they  shall  be 
submitted  for  confirmation  or  otherwise.

TO  THE  SUBSCRIBERS  AND  FRIENDS  OF  THE 
MARGATE  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 

HE  Committee  present  their  Report  for  1929  with  mingled 


x  feelings  of  regret  and  pleasure — regret  at  the  severance  of 
the  associations  which  cling  to  the  old  home,  hut  pleasure  that 
their  work  will  shortly  be  continued  under  more  ideal  conditions. 
Their  Report  will  be  the  last  on  a  full  year’s  work  in  the  old 
building. 

The  grain  of  mustard  seed  of  1876  has,  during  the  last 
fifty-three  years,  developed  into  a  tree,  sheltering  thousands 
yearly  beneath  its  branches.  The  history  of  the  Hospital 
reveals  a  story  of  continuous  progress  in  usefulness  and  financial 
stability. 

It  is  fitting  that  the  last  year  should  be  the  most  successful 
of  all,  and  that  the  Hospital  should  finish  its  work  full  of  vigour 
and  hope  for  a  still  greater  usefulness  and  success. 

“  The  old  order  changeth,  yielding  plane  to  new.” 

The  work  of  the  old  Cottage  Hosjhtal  will  not  be  sup¬ 
planted  by  the  new  Hospital,  but  will  be  carried  on  in  its  new 
home  with  wider  opportunities  and  support.  Old  traditions  and 
the  good  name  which  have  made  the  great  enterprise  practicable 
will  be  transferred  smoothly  and  thus  ensure  an  even  greater 
success.  The  past  inspires  the  present  and  gives  confidence  and 
hope  for  the  future. 

The  work  of  1929  was  full  of  encouragement — the  addition 
of  twenty  beds  in  the  previous  year  (now  making  forty-seven 
beds)  had  enabled  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff  to  cope  with 
the  increased  work  efficiently.  Four  thousand  two  hundred  and 
four  patients  of  all  grades  were  treated. 

An  extra  cost  of  £850  was  entailed,  but  so  generous  was 
the  support  of  the  public  that  a  purely  ordinary  maintenance 
income  enabled  the  Committee  to  close  the  year  with  a  surplus 


of  £387. 
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Notable  items  of  increased  income  were  Annual  Subscrip¬ 
tions,  £602;  Patients,  £907;  The  Penny  Weekly  Fund,  £750; 
The  Margate  Amalgamated  Societies,  £210;  and  much  substan¬ 
tial  support  from  Broadstairs,  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington 
through  the  Friendly  Societies,  The  Brotherhood  of  the  Cheerful 
Sparrows,  Employees,  Boxes,  and  Church  Offertories. 

The  ordinary  maintenance  income  amounted  to  £5,859,  of 
which  £1,531  was  derived  from  fixed  investments  gradually 
built  up  within  the  last  thirty  years,  during  which  period  no 
capital  was  spent. 

The  Hospital  has  thus  lived  within  its  income — surely  an 
encouragement  to  those  who  sometimes  wonder  as  to  the  financial 
future  of  the  New  Hospital.  The  Hospital  has  much  recorded 
information  in  advance,  of  substantial  capital  to  come,  which 
will  in  due  time  help  to  build  up  a  greater  fixed  income. 

Expenditure  in  the  past  year  amounted  to  £5,472 — an 
advance  of  £850,  the  main  increases  being  the  salaries  of  a 
larger  Nursing  Staff,  food,  firing  and  light,  laundry,  and  surgical 
and  medical  requirements. 

The  friends  of  the  Hospital  are  legion.  It  is,  therefore, 
impossible  to  name  individuals,  but  a  study  of  the  accompanying 
lists  will  reveal  the  catholic  nature  of  the  help  given.  To  each 
and  all  the  Hospital  Management  tender  their  most  grateful 
thanks. 

The  question  of  the  de-rating  of  Voluntary  Hospitals  has 
recently  been  widely  discussed  throughout  the  country,  rendering, 
as  they  do,  great  and  essential  public  service.  The  public  will 
be  glad  to  know  that  the  Margate  Corporation,  in  company  with 
other  enlightened  Councils,  recognized  this,  and  last  year  made  a 
grant  under  their  Statutory  Powers  towards  the  maintenance  of 
the  Hospital  of  an  amount  equal  to  the  rates  on  the  old  Hospital. 
Dare  the  Hospital  Management  believe  that  “  Coming  events 
cast  their  shadows  before  them?  ” 

The  Isle  of  Thanet  Board  of  Guardians,  too,  generously 
recognized  the  public  work  of  the  Hospital  by  raising  their 
Annual  Subscription  from  £150  to  £200  for  1929. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  Captain  J.  I.  H. 
Friend  was  re-elected  President  for  the  third  year,  having 
rendered  yeoman  service  in  the  preceding  two  years.  It  is 
hoped  that  at  the  forthcoming  Annual  Meeting  the  Subscribers 
will,  under  powers  given  in  Rule  XII.,  suspend  Rule  II.  and 
secure  again  the  election  and  continued  help  of  Captain  Friend 
as  President  through  this  time  of  transition. 
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It  is  with  profound  regret  that  the  Committee  report  the 
loss  of  their  old  friend  and  colleague,  the  late  Mr.  Herbert  E. 
Epps,  J.P.,  who  served  the  Hospital  with  distinction  for  more 
than  twenty-five  years.  Mr.  Epps  had  a  great  affection  for  the 
Hospital,  and  never  failed  to  give  it  his  warmest  and  most 
liberal  support.  Under  his  will  the  Hospital  will  benefit  still 
further. 

In  succession  to  Mr.  Epps,  the  Committee  have  recently 
appointed  (subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Subscribers)  Mr.  G.  C. 
Boulting,  J.P.,  who  has  shown  very  keen  interest  in  Hospital 
work,  by  personal  service  on  the  New  Hospital  Appeal  Com¬ 
mittee. 

On  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Banks,  Mr.  T.  Setter- 
field  was  appointed  to  the  Committee,  and  will  thus  bring  new 
interest  and  valuable  experience  to  the  Hospital  as  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  Westgate-on-Sea. 

Much  time  and  thought  have  been  given  by  a  special  Sub- 
Committee  and  the  General  Committee  to  the  framing  of  a  new 
Constitution,  which  will  come  into  force  at  the  first  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  New  Hospital.  It  is  now  receiving  the  attention 
of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  and  will  eventually  bring  in  a 
much  wider  representation,  including  public  bodies,  subscribers, 
workmen,  and  clergy.  Mr.  G.  C.  Maughan,  Honorary  Solicitor 
to  the  Hospital,  has  rendered  great  service  in  the  drafting  of  the 
new  Constitution. 

The  Committee  would,  in  the  name  of  the  Subscribers, 
cordially  thank  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  the  Matron 
(Miss  A.  Garnett)  with  her  Staff  of  Nurses  for  all  the  faithful 
services  they  have  rendered  throughout  the  past  year. 

The  responsibility  of  the  building  and  equipment  of  the 
New  Hospital  rests  with  the  General  Committee  of  the  present 
Hospital,  who  have  entered  into  contracts  with  the  Architects 
and  Builders;  but  their  task  would  have  proved  impossible  but 
for  the  arduous  and  efficient  help  of  the  Special  Appeal  Com¬ 
mittee,  with  its  energetic  Chairman  and  specially  qualified  co¬ 
opted  members,  including  several  influential  ladies  of  the  town. 
The  Appeal  Committee  are  to  be  heartily  congratulated  on  their 
great  success  in  raising  more  than  <£50,000  in  less  than  four 
years.  To  them,  and  to  their  many  liberal  contributors,  the 
deep  gratitude  of  all  friends  of  the  Hospital  is  due.  But,  the 
end  is  not  yet.  There  still  remain  those  who  are  contemplating, 
but  who  have  not  yet  actually  shared  in  the  honour  of  completing 
the  work  so  well  begun.  About  <£15,000  is  still  required,  the 
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receipt  of  which  the  Appeal  Committee  are  awaiting  with  con¬ 
fidence,  believing  that  finally,  with  this  aid,  their  work  will 
reach  a  noble  and  fitting  completion  at  or  before  the  hoped-for 
Royal  visit  during  the  coming  summer. 

So  great  a  consummation  would  be  the  finest  recognition  of 
the  incalculable  service  of  the  long  line  of  Surgeons,  Matrons, 
Nurses,  and  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  who 
have  left  an  imperishable  mark  on  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  close  their  last  Annual  Report  with  the 
fervent  hope  to  see  the  completion  of  a  Hospital  of  which  the 
Town  and  District  may  well  be  proud,  and  in  which  the  spirit 
of  the  old  Cottage  Hospital  shall  still  live.

Tlie  following  report  (the  first  published)  of  the  early  work  of  the 
Cottage  Hospital  appeared  in  “  Keble’s  Margate  and  Ramsgate  Gazette  ” 
of  24th  January,  1880,  and  was  reprinted  in  the  “  Fifty  Years  Ago  ” 
column  of  the  “Isle  of  Tlianet  Gazette”  on  January  24th  of  this  year: — 

MARGATE  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 

The  annual  report  and  balance  sheet  of  this  valuable 
institution  has  just  been  issued,  and  will  well  repay  perusal  by 
all  interested  in  the  charitable  establishments  of  the  town,  to 
all  of  which  it  is  complimentary.  In  the  year  ending  30tli 
June  last,  thirty-six  cases  were  received  into  the  Hospital,  in 
four  of  which  operations  were  necessary ;  of  these,  thirty  were 
cured,  four  benefited,  and  two  died — one  from  obstruction  of  the 
bowels  and  the  other  from  nose-bleeding.  The  cost  of  carrying 
on  the  work  during  the  year  was  £224  8s.  7d.  (including  an 
exceptional  charge  of  £9  8s.  for  tithe  redemption),  and  in 
addition  to  a  deposit  of  £100  with  Messrs.  Cobb,  there  was  a 
balance  of  £60  7s.  2d.  when  the  accounts  were  made  up.  The 
receipts  included : — £22  17s.,  patients*  payments ;  £7  Is.  lid.. 
Hospital  boxes;  £50  8s.  7d.,  collections  at  churches,  etc.;  and 
donations,  £177  16s.  3d. — the  latter  including  £2  9s.  6d.  moiety 
of  fines  from  the  Royal  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals,  £8  4s.  for  proceeds  of  Oddfellows’  concert,  £1  regatta 
prize  from  Mr.  C.  Dixon,  £8  16s.  3d.  proceeds  of  original  Fire 
Brigade  ball,  etc.,  etc.  The  building  account  shows  that  some 
£472  10s.  has  been  paid  on  account  of  the  recent  enlargement 
of  the  building  and  the  building  of  the  Lucas  Ward,  to  cover 
which  Mrs.  Lucas’s  gift,  with  interest,  provides  £509  10s.  6d., 
leaving  £37  0s.  6d.  in  hand  towards  the  additional  expenses. 

The  only  investment  towards  the  permanent  support  of  the 
establishment  is  £100  Waterworks  share — now,  we  presume,  a 
town  debenture.

The  Special  Appeal  Committee,  in  submitting  a  brief 
report  on  the  progress  of  the  Fund  during  the  past  year, 
are  pleased  to  record  with  thankfulness  and  gratitude 
another  year  of  substantial  progress,  made  possible  by  the 
sustained  and  unstinted  efforts  on  the  part  of  numberless 
: :  friends  and  supporters.  : : 


TO  THE  FRIENDS  AND  SUPPORTERS  OF  THE  MARGATE  NEW 

HOSPITAL  FUND. 

A  brief  resume  of  the  work  of  the  above  Fund  during  the  past 
year  reveals  a  record  of  steady  progress,  and  the  Special  Appeal 
Committee’s  first  words  must  be  an  expression  of  jHofound  and  grateful 
thanks  to  every  friend  and  supporter  who,  either  by  financial  help  or 
personal  service  (in  many  cases  both),  are  working  with  noble  self-sacrifice 
and  singleness  of  purpose  for  the  provision  of  a  new  and  up-to-date 
General  Hospital. 

The  previous  Annual  Report  recorded  the  great  event  of  1928 — the 
State  Visit  of  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  who,  accompanied  by  the  Lady 
Mayoress,  the  Sheriffs  of  the  City  and  their  Ladies,  performed  the 
ceremony  of  laying  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the  New  Hospital.  This 
present  year  one  and  all  look  forward  to  the  happy  consummation  of 
that  historic  event — the  Official  Opening  of  the  Hospital  equipped  with 
everything  needful  for  the  comfort  and  help  of  those  within  its  walls. 

During  the  past  year,  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  and  other  urgent 
local  needs,  a  generous  public  were  good  enough  to  give  or  raise  a  further 
£11,357  13s.  lid.  On  December  31st,  1928,  the  total  sum  raised  for  the 
Fund  amounted  to  £43,287  9s.  2d.  A  year  later  (December  31st,  1929)  the 
figure  had  reached  £54,645  3s.  Id.,  made  up  as  follows: —

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It  is  estimated  that  the  total  amount  needed  for  the  New  Hospital 
including  the  Building  and  other  services.  Land,  Equipment,  Architects* 
lees  and  sundries — will  be  at  least  £65,000,  excluding  administrative 
expenses,  and  that  a  sum  of  £15,000  will  enable  the  New  Hospital 
to  be  opened  this  coming  summer  entirely  free  of  debt. 

The  Fund  has  been  enriched  by  several  notable  personal  gifts  during 
the  past  year.  In  this  connection,  the  Appeal  Committee  would  express 
their  grateful  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Esmond  Harmsworth  for  his  further 
gift  of  £500  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  followed  by  a  special  donation 
of  £1,000  to  mark  the  closing  of  his  nine  and  a  half  years*  representation 
of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  in  the  House  of  Commons.  Mr.  Harmsworth*s 
personal  help  to  the  Fund  now  amounts  to  £3,540. 

Other  personal  gifts  included: — Mrs.  Rainey  (London),  £1,000;  Mrs. 
Dawe  ( Broadstairs),  £500;  Mrs.  Maxted  Smith  (Margate),  £500;  The  Isle 
of  Thanet  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.,  Ltd.,  £131  5s.  (second  donation,  complet¬ 
ing  250  guineas);  The  Isle  of  Thanet  Electric  Supply  Co.,  £250  (per  contra); 
M  rs.  B I  ack  (Whitchurch),  £100;  The  Stock  Exchange  Mutual  Subscription 
Fund,  £50;  Mrs.  H  ewlett  (Margate),  £36  13s.  4d.  (completing  promise  of 
the  late  James  Hewlett  to  subscribe  100  guineas  to  the  Fund);  Mr.  T. 
Murray  Janes,  C.C.,  £21;  and  Mr.  G.  W.  Wilson  (Cairo,  Egypt),  an  old 
Margate  boy,  £10  10s. 

The  sustained  interest  and  goodwill  shown  towards  this  great  object 
is  again  exemplified  in  the  many  efforts  which  continue  to  be  made  in 
aid  of  the  Fund.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  it  is  the  cumulative  result 
of  such  efforts  that  has  placed  the  Fund  in  the  healthy  position  it  is 
to-day,  and  to  the  Secretaries,  Organizers,  and  helpers  the  Hospital 
Appeal  Committee  would  once  again  express  their  deep  indebtedness. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  splendid  effort  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  the  Cheerful  Sparrows  (Margate  Branch)  who,  as  a 
result  of  the  Hospital  Fete  in  August  last,  generously  made  a  further 
donation  of  £1,000  to  the  Fund,  thus  bringing  their  total  contribution 
to  no  less  than  £8,522  1 0s. — truly  a  wonderful  and  proud  record. 

A  paragraph  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  “  Cheerful  Sparrows  ** 
is  worthy  of  mention,  typifying  as  it  does  the  spirit  of  this  fine  body 
of  men  in  the  town. 

“The  Council  of  the  ‘Sparrows’  are  still  determined  to  strive 
with  unabated  vigour  to  complete  the  £10,000  they  originally  aimed 
at,  and  which,  but  for  the  unfortunate  suppression  of  the  Tombola 
this  year,  would  undoubtedly  have  been  realized  and,  in  all 
probability,  far  exceeded.’’ 

Such  is  the  spirit,  and  to  Alderman  P.  H.  R.  Venner  (Chairman) 
and  the  Council  warm  thanks  are  tendered  for  the  magnificent  result  of 
their  efforts. 

To  the  members  of  the  Margate  Pioneer  Society,  the  Margate 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  A.O.  Druids,  for  their  excellent  work  in  the 
collection  of  tinfoil,  M.U.  Oddfellows,  and  other  Societies  and  Organiza¬ 
tions,  the  Committee  tender  their  appreciation  for  continued  and  much 
valued  support. 

The  happy  recovery  of  His  Majesty  the  King  last  year  from  serious 
illness  provided  his  subjects  with  the  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  for  this  blessing  vouchsafed  to  the  Nation 
and  Empire.  It  was  an  inspiring  thought  that  prompted  His  Majesty 
to  suggest  that  collections  and  offertories  made  at  Thanksgiving  Services 
should  be  given  to  the  Hospitals  in  gratitude  for  his  own  recovery 
and  as  a  tribute  to  the  medical  and  nursing  professions  to  whom  he  owed 
so  much.  In  Margate  and  District  this  was  naturally  acted  upon  in 
common  with  other  towns  and  cities,  and.  as  a  result,  the  sum  of  £258  10s. 
was  given  for  the  New  Hospital.  To  the  Ex-Mayor  (Alderman  E.  Coleman, 
J.P.),  for  his  lead  in  this  matter,  grateful  acknowledgment  is  tendered. 
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A  Pageant  was  presented  "by  the  Pupils  of  the  Royal  School  for  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Children,  on  the  Queen’s  Lawns,  Cliftonville,  in  July  last,  as 
their  own  thanksgiving  for  the  King’s  recovery.  Their  performances  were 
beyond  all  praise  and  realized  £61  3s.  5d.  for  t lie  Fund. 

It  is  a  particular  pleasure  to  the  Committee  to  record  the  growing 
interest  in  the  New  Hospital  by  the  children  of  the  Elementary  Schools 
and  the  pupils  of  the  Private  Schools. 

The  special  effort  of  the  Past  and  Present  Pupils  of  Queen’s  School, 
Cliftonville,  in  March  last,  as  a  result  of  which  the  sum  of  £325  10s.  was 
raised,  is  surely  unique,  and  reflects  the  greatest  credit  on  Mrs.  Walton 
(Principal)  and  all  associated  with  her  at  the  School. 

The  help  of  the  children  in  the  Elementary  Schools  is  deserving  of 
special  mention.  In  many  and  various  small  ways  and  with  the  hearty 
Support  and  co-operation  of  their  teachers,  the  children  have  already  raised 
£88  18s.  Id.,  in  addition  to  which  individual  children  in  the  town  have 
given  £7i  I  Is.  6d.  Master  Kelvyn  Morley,  a  pupil  of  New  Cross  Street, 
lias  been  presented  by  the  Mayor  with  a  Cricket  Bat,  suitably  autographed, 
as  a  token  of  appreciation  for  his  great  efforts  in  collecting  no  less  than 
£101  9s.  lid.  for  the  Eund.  Thus  the  total  help  of  the  children  already 
amounts  to  £261  19s.  6d. 

To  the  Margate  Teachers’  Association,  for  their  first  donation  of  £50. 
and  for  their  encouragement  and  help  with  the  children,  grateful 
acknowledgment  is  tendered. 

By  t lie  kindness  of  Mr.  C.  FI.  Senior,  the  ancient  Minster  Abbey  was 
opened  to  the  public  at  Easter  and  Whitsuntide  last  year,  and  the  receipts 
given  to  the  Fund.  Over  2,000  people  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
thus  given,  and  the  Fund  benefited  by  £136  2s. 

Sir  Edmund  Vestey,  Bart.,  very  kindly  opened  his  Gardens  at  Thanet 
Place,  Broadstairs,  to  the  public  on  Sunday,  July  28th  last,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  -Fund,  and  in  spite  of  the  dull  weather  prevailing  on  that  day,  a 
sum  of  £62  5s.  was  raised. 

Among  the  many  other  efforts  in  aid  of  the  Fund  during  the  past 
year  may  be  mentioned  Miss  Louie  Walton’s  Third  Dancing  Matinee, 
which  resulted  in  £31  Is.  6d.,  a  total  for  the  three  Matinees  of  £102  16s.  I Od . ; 
the  Hospital  Ball  at  the  Queen’s  Hotel  in  September,  which  was  lent  for 
the  occasion  by  Mr.  Levy,  who  also  kindly  provided  the  band  and  refresh¬ 
ments,  and  realized  £68  6s.  6d . ;  and  a  Carnival  Ball  at  “Dreamland” 
given  by  Mr.  J.  H.  lies,  which  produced  £46  8s. 

As  a  result  of  additional  efforts  made  by  the  people  of  Garlinge  for 
the  New  Hospital,  a  sum  of  £69  Is.  9d.  has  been  received.  They 
have  succeeded  in  raising  £503  5s.  to  name  a  “  Garlinge  ”  Bed  in  the 
New  Hospital,  a  highly  creditable  achievement. 

The  interest  of  the  people  outside  the  town,  but  resident  in  the 
district  served  by  the  Hospital,  is  increasing,  and  the  goodwill  thus 
created  augurs  well  when  the  New  Hospital  is  a  “  fait  accompli. 

Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  have  set  themselves  the  task  of  raising 
£5,000  as  a  minimum.  Broadstairs  has  no  Flospital  service  of  its  own, 
and  the  New  General  Hospital  situated  in  St.  Peter’s  Road  and 
equipped,  as  it  will  be,  with  everything  that  medical  science  can  suggest, 
will  be  of  the  utmost  value  to  the  residents  there  in  time  of  need. 
They  have  already  raised  £3,237,  and  hope  to  raise  the  balance  in 
time  for  the  opening  of  the  Hospital.  Personal  donations  received 
during  the  past  year  have  included: — Mrs.  Dawe,  £500;  Mrs.  P. 
Saunders,  £50;  Mr.  H.  B.  Hyland,  J.P.,  £26  5s.;  the  Misses 

Crittali.  £10  10s.;  Mrs.  Gillespie,  £25;  and  Mr.  H.  S.  D.  Byron,  £10. 
The  Hospital  Committee  would  acknowledge  the  great  help  received  from 
various  efforts  during  the  past  year,  particularly  the  following:— 
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Brotherhood  of  the  Cheerful  Sparrows,  £100,  making  tlieir  total  help  so  far, 
£400;  Proceeds  of  the  Ben  Greet  Pastoral  Plays  in  duly,  £111  15s.  2d.; 

Proceeds  of  Comedy,  “  The  High  Road,”  £71  Is.  8d.;  Whist  Drive,  per 
Miss  Daniels,  £30  12s.  2d.;  and  part  proceeds  of  film,  “The  Secret  of  the 
Tunnel,”  £33  13s.  9d. 

Birchington,  having  completed  their  promised  2,000  Guineas,  have  set 
themselves  the  task  of  raising  a  further  £500  to  fnrnisn  and  eqnip  their 
Ward,  and  have  already  achieved  £326  towards  this  fresh  effort.  A  Jumble 
Sale  organized  by  Mrs.  Jeston  and  Mrs.  Walker  in  November  last  realized 

£151  0s.  4d. 

Westgate-on-Sea,  too,  are  determined  to  do  their  utmost  for  the 

New  Hospital,  and  have  not  ceased  their  activities  after  having  raised 

their  promised  £2,000.  The  Proceeds  of  the  Gala,  £42  1 0s.,  and  part- 

proceeds  of  the  -Carnival,  £11  8s.  lid.,  m  August  last,  have  been  added  to 

their  effort. 

This  Report  has  but  touched  on  a  few  of  the  many  efforts  which 
have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  The  friends  of  the  Cottage  Hospital 
and  of  the  New  Hospital  Fund  are  many,  but  one  and  all  may  be 

assured  of  tlie  warm  appreciation  of  the  Hospital  Committee.  This  appeal 
lias  been  before  the  residents  for  nearly  four  years,  and  throughout  the 
whole  of  (his  period,  sympathy  and  support  have  been  continuous.  It 
is  a  tribute  to  the  never-failing  generosity  of  the  people  of  Margate  and 
the  surrounding  District,  and  the  Hospital  Committee  cherish  one  great 
l10pe — that  in  the  next  few  months  there  will  be  many  come  forward  to 

take  their  part  in  the  great  task  and  so  enable  the  New  General  Hospital, 

which  is  to  adequately  serve  this  and  future  generations,  to  be  opened  in 
the  coming  summer  free  of  debt.
